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THE RAILWAY. 


The northern terminus of the Calgary & 
Edmonton railway is settled at last. The 
grade is completed to the jamping off place, 
the terminal station grounds are being pre- 
pared for the buildings and the ‘‘Y,” neces- 
sary for the turning of the engines is nearly 
finished. The terminus is on the very brink 
of the valley of the Saskatchewan river on 
its south side, about 300 feet above and as 
many yards back from the water's edge, It 
is almost exactly in liae with Second street 
of the H. B. Oo, property on the north side 
and is in full view of the town, which also 
shows up magnificently from the terminus. 
The grade runs almost due north about the 
centre of river lot 18, Southside, passing 
near the weat end of the building at one time 
used asa crown timber office. The water 
tank will be erected close to the river bank, 
and the water will be drawn from a never 
failing spring which flows out there. The 
coal shed will probably be near the tank. 
The station will be about half a mile south 
of the terminus, and the ‘‘Y” about a quart.

SCHOOL ENTERTAINMENT. 

The exercises at the closing of the St, 
Albert school for the enmmer vacation, held 
in the class roouis on Monday 6th, instant. 
afforded very interesting and ng enter- 
tainment to the parents of the chiidren and 
other visitors who were pressent. The large 
hallin which the exhibition took place was 
completely filled, part of it being curtained 
off as a stage with all requisite accessories and 
embellishment. 

The programme embraced recitations, 
duets, dialogues and a drama—‘8t. Wine- 
fride, Virgin Martyr of Wales” (in which 12 
performers took part); a song by the choir, 
distribution of prizes and addresses py two 
of the school children) in English and French. 

The performance of the children through- 
out was remarkably good, evincing on their 
part a thorough knowledge of the subject 
that each had to deal with, a facility of ex- 
pression, and oratorical ability generally, 
that would have been creditable in pupils of 
more advanced age.
